A RUDE cross placed ."it the liomi of 
a newJy-made mound on the Muck 
sands of l-on gJSeaoh where min- 
ors washed for placer gold a few 
years ago murks the grave of the 
lirst victim 1 of the Valencia to be 
buried on the Vancouver Island const. 
The cross was erected yesterday 
morning by Lieut. Whlttier and a land- 
ing party from the United States ship 
Grant which interred the remains of V. 
M. Crane of Sun Francisco, (where his 
widow lives on Turk street) with due 
solemnity. Crime was In the steward's 
department of the Valencia and was 
identified by descriptions found on his 
body in a memorandum book, as well as 
his curd of membership in the Pacific 
Const Marine Cooks' and Stewards' As- 
sociation. It is expected that other 
bodies washed ashore will hereafter be 
buried near the scene, as they life now 
much mutilated and decomposed. The 
sea was smooth yesterday though surf 
continued to roll heavily, and bodies are 
beginning to raise. It is expected that 
more will be recovered by the steamers 
cruising near the scene, which includes 
the United States cutters Terry and 
Grant. The former cutter landed Lieut. 
Gromvllle and six men to relieve the 
shore searchers, including Lin unan Lo- 
gan and party, now thoroughly fatigued. 
They have gone home to rest. The Per- 
rys 1 men found one body yesterday, not 
identified. This brings the total number 
recovered to 28. Ten had been previous- 
ly brought here, and eight arrived last 
night by the Wynddn. 

Nino Corpses Secured 
A special despatch to the Colonist 
from Bam field last night says the' Unit- 
ed 'States cutter Perry landed a party 
at Darling creek today and succeeded 
in getting nine bodies from the beach, 
and also took off Lieut. Gromville and 
six men left there the previous night. 
The Perry also picked dp one male 
body at sea. badly decomposed. The 
Tfnitod Stated revenue cutter Grant also 
found a body, decomposed and unrecog- 
nizable. This is the ISOth body recovered. 
The eleven bodies have been landed at 
liamfield and will be shipped to Vic- 
toria by a tug leaving this morning. 
All the bodies have now been taken 
from the shore at Darling ereek, but the 
searchers will remain in the hope that 
some others may come ashore. It is 
feared though that those now coming 
ashore will ho in such bad condition to 
ho unrecognizable. 

Bodies Arrive for Burial 
The Wyadda brought eight bodies, 
five that were picked tip by the Perry 
on Friday ami three taken from the 
beach at Darling creek, a landing hav- 
ing been effected from the Wyadda yes- 
terday morning in a dory. The major- 
ity were in a badly decomposed condi- 
tion, some with part of the head and 
skull missing. Both the' revenue cut- 
ters Perry and Grant will remain cruis- 
ing near the wreck to search for other 
bodies that mny be found lioating. 

A Searcher's Experience 

Sydney Van Wyck, Jr., of San Fran- 
cisco, who arrived by the tug Wyadda 
after making a search at the wreck for 
his sister's body, discovered in the 
meantime by other searchers, returned 
tonight by tug Wyadda and speaking 
of his experiences said: "With Lieut. 
Stromberg I landed at CnrmanaU to 
interview D. P. Daykin who was with 
Lineman Logan, and Daykin told me 
that F. F. Bunkers, whose bravery was 
questioned at Seattle, was without 
doubt the .bravest of the party of sur- 
vivors. Bunker had tn swim the Darl- 
ing river to get assistance and Logan 
warned him against it, whereupon Bun- 
ker had said his life was of no value 
since he lost his wife and babies and 
ho was willing to risk it. He did and 

I had been nearly swept away. After 

' leaving Carmanah where landing was 
most difficult the Perry found a water- 
soaked tulle life preserver and te.sted 

• it. It weighed 13 or 20 pounds, being 
apparently of two sections of reeds with 

! wires 'broken. In the tests !> pounds 
was 'first put on it, although but 5 
pounds is the weight of a man in the 
water, and weights were added bit by 
bit until 34 pounds were placed on it 
before it sank. 

At the Wreck 
"At the wreck Lieuts, Hottal and 
Stromberg and a boat's crew, which I 
accompanied, nil of us wearing life-pre- 
servers, went to explore the wreck. We 
went right over it. seeing the pilot house 
of the Valencia below our boat. We 
saw a lioating spar, seven feet out of 
water, the tops of the boilers, cylinders 
and safety valve projected above water

at low tide. No bodies were seen there. 
Meanwhile the Perry following where 
the sen-gulls were thickest found five 
bodies lioating over a mile from the 
wreck, first finding three together. It 
was then getting dark and when the boat 
returned to the cutter it proceeded to 
Bamfield. There' 1 received word that 
my sister's body was found and trans- 
ferred to the Wyadda on which 1 left 
this (Saturday) morning, with Port 
Capt. Patterson of the P. O. Steamship 
company and Capt. Nelson, while Mr. 
Pharo remained on the Perry. 

"While' on the Berry 1 met Lineman 
Logan who came Off in a canoe on Fri- 
day, with Capt. Humphreys and asked 
us to scud some men and provisions. 
Lieut. Stromberg and six men were then 
sent ashore a uffle west of the wreck. 
Stromberg and his party did some good 
work. Lineman Logan reported 

A Woman's Body in the Breakers 
about 100 feet oft' shore, and said it 
could not bo secured. Lieut. Stromberg 
said he would get it if he had to swim 
•for it. He and four men clambered 
over the rocks, and after many trials 
secured the body, but the rising water 
eat them oft' and they had to spend the 
night on the rocks without provisions. 
They were taken off next day, 

"When the Wyadda was hound down 
with the live bodies recovered by the 
Perry this morning she stopped off the 
wreck and we sent in a dory with two 
Nome henchmen who got off three bod- 
ies which Capt. Smith had ready, Capt. 
Patterson ami myself, with .some seamen 
again visited the wreck, and went to 
the inside of it, within fifteen feet of 
the high cliff, which is 150 feet high 
and with about ISO feet of an o verb, and - 
inaking it impossible for anyone who 
reached shore from the wreck to climb 
it. The boat again 

Went Over the Wreck 
nnd I broke off a piece of the spar. 
The hull was seen plainly, and its 
plates were seen broken. No bodies 
were seen. I feel sure that all is be- 
ing done that is practicable, though if 
it were a more Rattled community more 
men and steamers could be secured to 
more adequately search for victims. 
There were some theories that my sis- 
teT's body had been looted of rings, 
and clothing, but I do not think so. I 
will leave tomorrow for San Francisco 
with my sister's body, which has been 
positively identified, a local dentist hay- 
ing carefully examined her dental work 
and compared it witli descriptions, and 
expect to reach San Francisco on 
Wednesday."

DEPORTING FOREIGNERS. 

Haytian Government Carries Out Its 
Desires Against Fivo Men. 

Port An Prince, Hnyti, Feb. 8.- Of 
live foreigners who have been ordered 
deported, a GcrmaM and an Austrian 
were iput aboard ship today by the. po- 
lice authorities. Tho throo remaining 
persons, all Frenchmen, took refuge in 
the French legation, and refused to de- 
part, one of them declaring that he was 
without means and the other requesting 
a delay in order that they might wind 
up their affairs. The Haylien govern- 
ment has demanded the execution uf de- 
cree of deportation. 



ALGFCIBAS', Feb. J!.— The confer- 
ence on Moroccan reforms has 
now been freed of most of tho 
minor questions before it anil 
finds itself fast approaching the issues 
which heretofore caused the seven: strain 
in the relations of France and Germany. 
This issue lunges on who will control 
the police of Morocco, as it appears to 
be recognized that whoever controls the 
semi-military organization will control 
Morocco itself. The delegates to tho 
conference have shown increasing anx- 
iety at the approach of this issue, know- 
ing 1 ho intense feeling it has aroused 
'between France and Germany, and ac- 
cordingly the representatives of the dis- 
interested powers are redoubling their 
efforts to secure an accord before the 
question reaches the open conference 
and thereby avert an open controversy 
and a possible deadlock. Various com- 
promise plans are being discussed. The 
ambassadors say tonight they are hope- 
ful that a middle ground will bo found 
that will be acceptable to both countries, 
hut they admit 

Tho Extreme Difficulty 
of finding g'ucli a ground owing to the 
firmness of both France and Germany 
thus far have shown against making 
concessions which each country feels will 
involve tho fate of Morocco. On the 
one hand, France wunts control of the 
semi-military police nnd, on the other 
hand Germany objects to French control 
on the ground that it would make 
Franco tho virtual master of Morocco's 
political future. These positions arc so 
radically opposed as to appear to be al- 
most irreconcilable, yet the neutral dip- 
lomats are strenuously continuing their 
pacific offlceii toward finding a common 
ground acceptable to both countries. The 
ambassadors strongly oppose the disclos- 
ure of tho various tentative 

Plans for a Compromise 
saying that publicity tends to excite the 
opposition of one side or the other and 
the wreck, of the best efforts of diplo- 
macy. However, some of the compromise 
projects are on the following lines: The 
lirst is 1o leave the police to the SM- 
tan of Morocco, thus avoiding Germany's 
objection to French control and that of 
(Trance to international control. This 
compromise is distasteful to France, but 
the neutral delegates are seeking to re- 
concile French opposition to it by point- 
ing out that tho Sultan would have to 
rely upon France to officer; instruct and 
discipline the police. Another compro- 
mise vaguely put forth is to give Spain 
or some olher of the powers n share with 
France in tlie organization of the police. 
This organization meets with the opposi- 
tion of having Franco participate in con- 
trol of police. 

For International Police 
Sfill another compromise, apparently 
having tho approval of Germany is to 
institute an international police for a 
limited anil experimental period, and if 
the experiment fails France then will be 
in a position to assume the organization 
of police. Franco, however, shows no 
disposition to accept, the plan for an in- 
ternational police system even for an 
experimental period 

These and other tentative plnns will 
have to undergo constant revision owing 
to tlie opposition of various elements. 
Nothing as yet has been reduced to writ- 
ing as neither Germany nor Franco is 
prepared to definitely disclose just how 
far they are willing to go in the way of 
concessions. It is expected that the dis- 
position of the question of a state hank 
may aid in a solution of the troubles, 
for in fact Germany is willing to give 
France a strong hand over Morocco's 
finances. France may yield control of 
the police for the present, leaving the 
future to decide which power must pro- 
vide the force to control Morocco, 

The Moroccan conference held a two 
hours' session today, resulting hi 
tlie definite rejection of the plan 
proposed by the Moors for the re- 
form of the Moroccan tariff and the de- 
termination to frame a customs system 
more in accord with the viows of the 
foreign powers. The Moors' tariff plan 
which was submitted January "J7 was 
lengthily discussed that they could accept 
neither the principle nor the rates as 
a basis. This determintuion was due to 
Ihc excessive rates which the Moors 
sought: to impose on foreign commodities 
entering Morocco, the defence taking the 
view that such a system would lend to 
defeat the principle of the open door. 
Favor Increased Duties 
However the delegates favored a mod- 
erate increase in the present duties and 
appointed a committee to prepare a pro- 
ject. It is expected that this will result 
in increasing the Moorish tariff rates to 
Bi'A per cent, in place of the present 
rati' of hi per cent, The conference 
further decided to prepare a project to 
overcome Morocco's ailltquatcd measures 
restraining exports. 

The later project will reduce the ox- 
port taxes on many articles and d I away 
witli rules by which Tungiers is the only 
port: from which live stuck can leave 
.Morocco. 

The conference is thus s'-'dng to make 
the open door swing both ways (or ex- 
port and for imports; Owing to /in im- 
portant Moorish feat occurring .Monday 
and Tuesday the conference today ad- 
journed until Wednesday. Most of tho 
Moors arc going to Tangiers to puilici- 
pate in the festivities.

RESOLUTIONS ON 

TRADE AFFAIRS 



Adopted by Canadian Manufac- 
turers' Association for Pre- 
sentment at London. 



Tho following resolutions lias passed 
•by the Canadian Manufacturers' asso- 
ciation :it a meeting of the executive 
council held in Toronto on January 
3.8th, n brief outline of which was given 
in Colonist despatches: These resolu- 
tions are to he submitted to the congress 
of chambers of commerce of the em- 
pire to In" held ill London, England, in 
July, 1006. 

Imperial Preferential Trade 

"Whereas resolutions adopted in re- 
cent years .by important commercial bod- 
ies throughout the British Empire have 
declared their belief that mutual pre- 
fercntial trade measures between the 
component parts will effectually pro- 
mote the unity and prosperity of (be 
Empire: 

"Whereas this belief is strengthened 
by the conditions existing in interna- 
tional trade' competition, by the growth 
of the British dominions as producing, 
end consuming powers, and by their 
meed for further development; 

"Therefore be it resolved, that this 
sixth congress of chambers of commerce 
of the Empire urge upon His Majesty's 
BOrernrnentS in the United Kingdom and 
in nil British dominions the advisability 
of arranging at an early date, to their 
mutual benefit and satisfaction, recipro- 
cal trade measures with the other por- 
tions of the Empire." 

Patents, Copyrights, oto. 
"That whereas it is desirable for the 
promotion of trade and tho safety of 
commorcinl interest within the British 
Empire, that the laws governing im- 
portant features of commercial life 
should be harmonious and reciprocal; 

"Therefore be it resolved, that this 
sixth congress of chambers of com- 
merce of tho Empire recommended that 
immediate/ steps be taken through a 
joint conference of government repre- 
sentatives to establish within the Em- 
pire uniform ■and equitable laws respect- 



ing patents, copyright and insolvency." 
Trade Representatives 

"That whereas it is desirable in the 
interests Of British commerce, and for 
the unity of the Empire that many of 
tho goods now imported by British ■do- 
minions from foreign countries should 
be purchased from British sources, nud 
also that Great Britain should increase 
the amount of her purchases from the 
other portions of the Empire; 

"Therefore be it resolved, thai this 
sixth congress of chambers of com- 
merce urge upon His Majesty's gov- 
ernments in the United Kingdom and 
in all British dominions the necessity 
Of appointing special trade represen- 
tatives in every other important market 
within the 'Empire, to encourage the de- 
velopment of -such reciprocal trade." 
Weights, Measures and Currency 

"That whereas, with the progress of 
industry and the development of trade 
throughout the world the establish- 
ment of uniform systems of weights 
and measures, and currency, becomes 
more and more desirable and necessary; 

"Therefore be it resolved, that this 
sixth congress of chambers of com- 
merce of the Empire recommended th* 
appointment of a royal commission, ivho 
shall investigate and if possible recom- 
mend uniform systems of weights and 
measures, and currency, to be adopted 
throughout the British Empire."

A meeting of the board of school trus 
tees was hold lust evening for the pur 
pose of conferring with tlio local mem 
tiers of the legislature regarding tha edit 
cationul bill mat is at present before the 
House. Trustee Husgott occupied the 
chair and those present besides Mayor 
Morley were It. Hall, J. D. McNiveu anil 
\V. (i. Cameron, three of Victoria's rep- 
resentatives in the House, and Trustees 
Mrs. Jenkins, Hall, Mowat, and Lewis. 
In a few opening remarks Trustee lltig- 
gett said he was of the opinion that Vic- 
toria offered more and greater education- 
al advantages than uuy other city in 
British Columbia and he considered that 
Victoria should he given the suine privi- 
leges that would be given to Vancouver 
by the bill Itbat is before the House. 

MuyQl' Morley stated that he had 
intended to have a conference with some 
of the mouied men of tho city with a 
view to securing their assistance in the 
erection and maintenance of a university 
iu this city. But it hud been put aside 
for the time being owing to ttie recent 
Steamship disaster. 

Provisions of the Bill 

Beading from the bill, Trustee Hall 
said that it gave power to erect and 
maintain schools and colleges for the 
higher education of men and wonifeti 
and which was to give preference to Mc- 
Uill University. He was of the opinion 
thai McUill university should not be 
given the place which a British Colum- 
bia university should have. He consid- 
ered that Victoria had lost her opportun- 
ity as to the establishment of colleges 
iu this city, and he thought the question 
was whether McGill was going to ab- 
sorb all the privileges and tell British 
Columbia what she was to do. 

.Mayor Morley considered that the op- 
portunity had not been lost, but thought 
that McGill should not be given every- 
thing. 

Without McGill's Assistance 

Mr. Huggett thought it would be hot- 
ter for Victoria to act without the as- 
sistance of McUill, and he thought that 
there wore enough nionied men iu the 
city to endow a university. 

Trustee Hall said that according to 
clause ;» British Columbia would be right 
under the thumb of McGill and they 
could only have n course such as set 
down by McGill, and he thought it was 
contemptible if British Columbia had 
to be instructed according to the viows 
of the McGill university, lie thought 
that one of the greatest drawing enrds 
Victoria could ever have would be to 
have a college and in his opinion Vic- 
toria should raise at least one half of the 
amount required, 

He moved that it is not for the inter- 
est of higher education to have MiGHl 
college predominating in British Colum- 
bia. 

Mayor Morley ' thought that before 
voting on the motion they should find oat 
whether the b!!l was for the foundation 
.of .a McGill college or .simply for high- 
er education leading to McGill, and if ti 
was for a college in Vancouver they 
should do their best to kill it. 

After discussing the matter pro anil 
con the question was raised as to -what 
effect the motion .would have if carried, 
and after a great deal of discussion on 
this point it was fleeided' not to put the 
motion beforo the meeting. The meet- 
ing, however, placed itself on record as 
being opposed to tho bill as at present 
constituted.

The third week of the session lias 
passed without the occurrence of any- 
thing of a startling nature, although the 
opposition did their best to derive a lit- 
tle comfort from the votes of Mr. 
Macgowau and Mr. Houston which 
placed the government in a minority on 
tlit-' motion of Dr. King to report pro- 
gress on the "Timber Bill." The fourth 
member for Vancouver has given his ex- 
planation of the occurrence, he misunder- 
stood the issue, or at any rate the con- 
struction that might be placed on his 
vote, anil having declared that lie is a 
arm supporter of the government and 
having supported them on subsequent 
divisions there does not appear to bo 
any reason why he should be hailed 
with delight by the opposition as a bol- 
ter. 

A Man by Himself 

The member for Nelson will probably 
continue to plough his "lonely furrow, ' 
and to vote according to his own sweot 
will, but his record affords little satis- 
faction to those sitting on tho Liberal 
benches, and it will be a matter of sur- 
prise if on any government measure he 
does not support the administration. 

Two important, and one sensational 
topic havo occupied the attention of 
the House during the week. Taking tho 
hint first, Mr. Hawthornthwnite's Wo- 
men's suffrage Bill produced two inter- 
esting debates if they can be so called, 
when all tho speaking was on one side 
of the question. There were only four 
speakers, the proposer, Mr. Tnrker Wil- 
liams, Mr. J. K. Brown and Mr. R. 
Hall. 

Thf speech of Mr. Hawthornthwnito, 
iR woll defined by the old Latin phraso 
"vox et preterea nihil." Round and 
fury were its distinguishing features, 
a gTeiit socialistic, philosophical, econ- 
omic, religious, political melange, deliv- 
ered in a tone of voice to appreciate 
which it was necessary to retire to the 
lobby, and devoid of argument pertinent 
to the' issue. It was no wonder that the 
patience of the speaker was tried and 
tlwt ho endeavored to impose some 
check on the exuberant verbosity of the 
member for Xanaimo. 

Too Socialistic 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite is not without 
some excellent qualifications for public 
speaking, ho hns courage, fluency, force, 
and a good voic<-', but he discounts these, 
and renders them practically non-effec- 
tive in debate by a too aggressive man- 
ner, a somewhat truculent tone, a total 
lack of coherence and the tendency lo 
recite from socialistic authors on every 
possible occasion. A little more con- 
densation, less of the "fortiter in re" 
and more of the "sunviter in niodo," 
would render Mr. Hawthornthwaite an 
acceptable speaker, but judging from his 
performances in the House it is doubt 
fill whether he will over become a de- 
buter, the is a born stump speaker. 

Mr. Brown, who also spoke on this 
interesting topic, is one of the busy 
members of the House. Always in his 
place speaking on every measure, and 
getting in a word for the KoOtenny 
wherever he can. He is not a strong 
debater, being often stuck for a word but 
he knows what he wants to say and his 
spcccllfcB read better than they sound. 
A General Favorite 

One of the best speakers, and most 
popular men on the opposition benches 
is Mr. C. Munro, the member for Chil- 
liwnck. His matter is interesting and 
well arranged, his ideas good and his 
thoughts clear. He is not verbose, ho 
has a natural easy delivery, and his 
courteous, and often kindly demeanor 
make him a general favorite. He has 
his say on most important subjects, and 
was to the fore this week on tho Dew- 
dney Discorporation Bill and the Pro- 
vincial Elections Act. Another frequent 
speaker is Mr. Paterson, who so well 
npresents the Liberal section on the 
islands. He is a business man first, 
last, and oil the time.

AIDS TO NAVIGATION. 
H — — 

With reference to the particulars 
given in tho Colonist under tho head 
"Aids to Navigation" it is perhaps un- 
necessary to assure our readers that it 
is not guilty of manufacturing evidence 
"on the spot," ii suggestion which conies 
naturally from those who have been 
many times convicted of such an offence 
Tho figures given were taken from the 
report of the department of marine and 
fisheries for 3!M)4, and the cost of tho 
service, of which particulars are given, 
is correctly stated. Wo dislike above 
all things to outer into acrimonious dis- 
putes with a contemporary and, in par- 
ticular, to handy expressions which 
if used between gentlemen in private 
life would not be tolerated and in the 
press too often descend to mere billing- 
gate. Wo 'Believe the public will accept 
the statement oC the Colonist Hint 1 it is 
tolling the truth; if not the particulars 
reftTred to will he found at pages 7. 
8, .10, 71 and MO of the report issued 
by a Liberal government at Ottawa, 
and which we Jiavo reason to believe, 
being official, is reliable. Tho fact that 
oven a defender of the Liberal faith can- 
not accept tile truth about tho way the 
marine service- in Ibis province lias been 
provided for, as being too glaring as 
compared with the Atlantic coast, is 
about all the evidence wc require in 
calling attention to the inadequacy with 
which our requirements are mot. If our 
Liberal friends will not accept testimony 
of the blue books, neither would they 
believe Moses ami the prophets if they 
came preaching to them. Their condi- 
tion of mind is, therefore, truly deplor- 
able, and there is much more hope of 
the poor benighted people who never 
knew the gospel of Liberalism than of 
them. 



tho same necessity of repeating tho 
same people, but that there is n great 
work to do that has not yet 'been done- 
millions more to reach. If each of 100,- 
000 booklets should bo road by ten per- 
sons, which is a big average to hope for, 
they would after all only come under tire 
notice of 1,000,000 persons. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the numlier who are reached 
and influenced by any campaign of 
publicity are comparatively few— only a 
few of "the best people,"— that is, those 
who can afford to travel, tho proportion 
of whom in every community is a 
small minority. 

Instead of slowing up, everything 
points to the desirability of putting on 
more steam, The city should show its 
faith in itself by increasing tho sub- 
scription. The- benefits of the Tourists' 
Association are largely public, and if the 
assessment can be raised $50,000 or 
$100,000 thereby the city is well repaid.

THE EXPORT OF LOGS. 

In another column is n. communica- 
tion on the question of the export of 
timber written by a practical lumber- 
man of long experience In the business. 
Tho writer does not believe in per- 
mitting the export of inferior classes 
Of timber for which a profitable mar- 
ket cannot be obtained in this prov- 
ince, and for reasons which are con- 
tained in his letter. These we need 
not repeat. There arc, it will be seen, 
two sides to the question, and wo do 
not know that our correspondent has 
presented tho strongest side in his 
case either. 

From enquiries the Colonist has 
made it ascertains that there are cer- 
tain conditions which affect the ox- 
port of the class of timber, doslred to 
be exempted from the general opera- 
tions of the law, that render it doubt- 
ful If, legitimately conducted, It could 
bo made to pay. The class of timber 
In question is a low grade <>f cedar 
Cor the manufacture of shingles. In 
the first place, It commands a very 
low price on the other side of tho line, 
too low, It is thought by practical mill- 
men, to be made profitable by itself; 
and It seems highly probable that the 
removal of?tho embargo Is In the hopes 
of smuggling through a higher grade 
along with It. Owing to the constant 
danger of that and the constant vigil- 
ance .(accessary to prevent it, probably 
the government feels justified in put- 
ting the "lid" on and keeping it on. 

The restrictions necessary to have 
the law carried out inviolate involve, 
of course, the strictest government In- 
spection, and that could only be made 
effective in one of three ways. The 
Inspection would have to be done at 
the logging camps, say, once a rnonth. 
The average dally output of a logging 
camp is about 40,000 feet. About one- 
eighth of the output might be classed 
as of the exporting grade, or ii.OOO feet 
daily, or 125,000 feet monthly. The 
expenses of special Inspection would 
necessarily fall upon the exporter, and 
in small camps they would amount to 
as high as 50 cents per thousand.

subsidy to a private firm for the pur- 
pose of saving hulls, cannot under- 
stand wily a government cannot afford 
a very much less sum per annum for 
the purpose of saving lives. Mr. Haw- 
thornthwaite says a great many things 
with which wo disagree; but when he 
stated on the floor of the House that 
human life was the cheapest thing on 
this coust, he stated what apparently 
is borne out by oflicial valuation. 

it has come to this, however, that 
danger lurks In our straits and on the 
sea at their very mouth every day, 
and what the government will not do 
must In the Interests of humanity be 
done by private enterprise. it is a 
disgrace to this community that men 
and women and children should for 
twenty-four hours cling to the rigging 
of a ship within a few yards from 
shore, and within tho vision of ships 
for hours, and be allowed one by one 
to drop into tho sea for want of assist- 
ance Hint might have been rendered 
had we all done our duty. Every man 
In Victoria who has a voice or a dollar 
to spare is responsible for that crime. 
Another disaster may occur any day, 
and we are no better off now than 
we were two weeks ago. 

A lifeboat and life-saving appliances 
are not all that are required; but they 
are something that Is within our 
power to furnish. A road from Car- 
mamah to the Pacific cable station is 
urgently needed: but that must be 
undertaken by the government. Apart, 
however, from the work the govern- 
ment may be Anally cudgelled into 
doing, voluntary lifeboat associations 
are carried on in Clival Britain and 
other countries where the marine pro- 
tection is very ample as compared 
with ours; and they are good things. I 
The training they bring to young men 
available in case of emergency Is in- 
valuable. It helps to develop heroes, 
the men for the moment, the lack of 
whom we all beraoan on the occasion 
when the ill-fated passengers of the 
Valencia so pitifully looked and prayed 
for them. This appeal on behalf of 
the Lifeboat Association is the voice

There Is another side to this question, 
Which appears to have escaped the notice 
of our friends of both sides Of the House. 
Unit Is, what would be the effect were 
logs allowed to go over the line free? 
In the first place, the product of our logs 
would have a protected market in the 
United Slates, Sandwich Islands, Alaska, 
Spanish West Indian Islands, and the 
Philippine Islalnls. b'irll tho free export 
of our logs and a protected market with 
over one hundred million people, what 
would ho the Inducement for mills to oper- 
ate here? None whatever. Even our Can- 
adian market Is not protected. .Should 
logs go over free, the mlllmen that are 
now operating in British Columbia will be 
operating In the state of Washington, and 
they will have- one great cause of satis- 
faction In knowing that the people <>r the 
Canadian Northwest will lie justly pun- 
ished for their consuming BOlflslinesS. 
British Colunibln will cease to exist as a 
competitor, and i think the Americans 
Will know bow li, take advantage of a sit- 
uation having such wonderful possibilities 
for themselves.

ing on that work in the future with a 
similar object in view and in a similar 
spirit. . 

Victoria is now exactly in the posi- 
tion of a business firm which has made 
a success by advertising. It; has many 
attractions to offer to tourists and many 
Inducements to hold out to those who 
arc seeking n desirable place of resi- 
dence, It has the "goods to deliver." 
We do not think we shall excite any 
hard feelings in neighboring towns by 
stating that we' have par excellence the 
position of advantage in these respects 
on the Pacific coast, Thai is admitted 
by the groat majority of persons who 

have visit ed this city 

It being a question of advertising and 
a policy of advertising having been de- 
cided upon, it is necessary to carry it on 
an effective scale. The underlying prin- 
ciple of advertising is to keep everlast- 
ingly at it. It is the principle which 
all successful linns follow. The opin- 
ion lias been expressed thai Mid city 
Inns already been advertised sufficiently, 
and that wo should wait for the fruit 
of previous efforts before proceeding 
farther, That is the most mistaken pol- 
icy possible. The fact that last year's 
efforts were so successful is the very 

treason why they should be redoubled. 
To stop advertising . now would be to 
refuse to pluck the apple as it was ready 
to fall— to take advantage's of the oppor- 
tunities our enterprise bad created. Now 
is the time to advertise ami advertise 
hard. Wfl want a fall-page of public- 
ity every day while I ho season lasts, \\V 
fail to recognize that people forget, that 
there arc many other attractions under 
I heir nose every duy, that I lie re are one 
hundred million persons on the North 
American continent, about ninety mil- 
lion:-, of whom have not yet heard of 
.Victoria ns a place of summer resort, 
and that conserjuentlv there is not only 



they were destined.. Mlllmen 'we 
hardly think would care to stand the 
expense and take the trouble that this 
method would involve. 

Or, the Inspectors could go to the 
various mills and grade the logs, elim- 
inating the exportable ones, which 
would have to be looked after by the 
various owners. 

To any event, there are a great many 
details to bo looked after and pro- 
vided for. For- success, it seems to 
us, there would have to be co-operation 
among the mlllowners In order that 
the logs as culled out should be 
handled with any degree of advantage 
under regulations such ns would be 
necessary. On the whole, it would 
seem to Involve a groat deal of bother 
for a very little benefit. 

The main justification for it Is that 
it would be for the benefit of the hand- 
logger and the small man; but In the 
past there have been but two firms 
mainly interested In the export of logs. 
More strictly speaking, it represents 
two persons, Messrs. Kniorson and 
Paterson, who have been financially at 
the hack of all the operations In thai 
line. It is admitted that these opera- 
tions have been profitable, but we do 
not believe It can bo shown that the 
profit has arisen out of the export, of 
Inferior but of •superior grades of logs. 
Practically speaking, there are not left 
any more bona tide handloggers In the 
business. Modern machine methods 
have entirely superseded them .and, 
therefore, tho handlogger at present Is 
largely a fictitious person, used mainly 
for political purposes or an a disguise 
for those who wish to make money in 
his name.

VISIT TO LEPER STATION. 

Visit of the Officials to Daroy Island 
Yesterday Afternoon. 

Under the guidance of Dr. J. 0. Pag- 
an, provincial medical health otllcer, and 
J. Wilson, sanitary inspector. Dr. Bryce 
of Ottawa, chief medical advisor for the 
department of the interior; Dr. Young, 
M.P.P., of Atlfn; Dr. King, M.P.P., of 
Oranbrook; Mr. Davie, and a Colonist 
reporter yesterday afternoon visited the 
leper colony on Purvey island. The trip 
was made on the tugboat. Sadie, which 
carried alio nsual medical supplies and 
provisions that are cent out monthly by 
the provincial government for the sus- 
tenance of the several inhabitants afflict- 
ed with the loathsome disease, which ne- 
cessitates their dissociation with their 
fellows. 

The visit of inspection afforded an op- 
portunity to both Dr. Brycc as a Do- 
minion official, wdio may at some future 
date on behalf of Ids department have 
the entire charge of lepers, and to the 
two medical men of the provincial legis- 
lature of ful|y investigating and ex- 
amining into the various needs ami con- 
ditions of these unfortunate outcasts of 
society. Nearly an hour was spout at the 
island by the. physicians in making a 
personal examination of each eose. The 
rooms occupied by the Chinamen were 
found to be scrupulously clean and tidy, 
and the patients to a remarkable degree 
Cheerful. The number of visitors, who 
were introduced by Inspector Wilson 
under the nomenclature of "Heap tyce 
Doctors" invoked considerable excite- 
ment among the lepers, who, wdiile doom- 
ed to an inconceivable fate yet cling sup- 
ers! itiotisly lo hope of mi ultimate cure. 

The outcasts are housed in two build- 
ings. One contained six rooms, the oilier 
two. Each apartment is furnished with 
a bunk and bedding, cook stove and uten- 
sils. Ample provisions, such as rice, Chi- 
nese condiments, including cured fish, 
flour, pork, fresh meats and lisli are 
provided in abundance. Besides the in- 
habitants own two dozen fowds and have 
under cultivation nearly an acre of 
cleared bind on which they raise vege- 
tables. Pitiful as their lot may appear 
to those unacquainted with their condi- 
tions of existence, it. is nevertheless the 
opinion of Inspector Wilson, who bus 
for the past seven years attended lo 
their needs, that the Chinese, after the 
first few weeks reconcile themselves to 
their enforced exile, and as far as lies ! 
within their physical powers effect every- 
thing possible for the amelioration of 
I heir sufferings. Few indeed are the 
complaints made, but undoubtedly the 
monthly visits as opposed to the quar- 
terly visits of Mr. Wilson since the pro- 
vincial health department have bad 
their care in hand, are bcfittlngly appre- 
ciated; 

The lepers range in age from a youth 
of 22 to men of about 45 years. The 
longest resident on the colony has been 
there for nine years: the last, arrival 
was landed two weeks ago. Between 
occupying their minds nt gardening and 
carpentering; their household duties and 
the preparation of .their frugal meals, 
the inhabitants frequently amuse them- 
selves and incidentally supply the com- 
munity larder by shooting sen gulls. A 
black .spaniel which has been for four 
years a canine friend to these people has 
not only proved himself a useful adjunct 
as a guardian to the small poultry yard 
but renders meritorious service in land- 
ing wounded sea-fowl. 

The party returned to the city fully 
convinced that so far as within human 
power the lepers receive every possiide 
attention and assistance.

Andrew Hackett, one of the pioneer 
locators of coal claims in the East Koote- 
nay, arrived last night from Spokane 
to attend the annual general meeting of 
the Kootenay Coal Co., Ltd., which will 
be held in this city on Monday after- 
noon. 

Mr. Hackett is a typical prospector 
and is well known in the camps of both 
East and West Kootenay ami through- 
out the Boundary district. He is also 
known as a bard fighter us will bo testi- 
fied to by Worth Beldeii, a mining com- 
pany promoter of Spokane. For "Andy." 
as lie is more familiarly known to bis 
companions in the hills, has just received 
the glad intelligence from Olympia that 
the Supreme court of the state of Wash- 
ington has banded down a decision in his 
favor involving the sum of $21,000 in 
cash and a goodly bunch of stock in the 
Kootenay Coal Co., Ltd., which Hack- 
ett declared last night he would not part 
with for less than six figures. In the 
suit just terminated, Worth Beldcn' 
claimed a grubstake interest in nil of 
Hackett's holdings in the Crow's Nest 
coal fields on the grounds that he bad 
put up the munificent sum of $10 where- 
with to outfit the prospector to go to 
East Kootenay. The litigation started in 
the summer of 1002 after Hackett had 
returned to Spokane from staking out 
over 100 coal claims. lie interested 
scores of people in the "Fulls City" and 
speedily accumulated a bank account. 
When it had grown to the sum of $21,- 
000 and n company was In process of 
organization Helden stepped in and se- 
cured a restraining order against the 
financial Institution that held Andy's 
wealth and also obtained nn injunction 
restraining the coal company from is- 
suing any shares in Hackett's name. 
Then the parties to the litigation sat 
down and the attorneys started in on 
one of t lie most sensational law suits 
that ever came before the courts of 
Washington. Three and a half years 
passed, and as the case went from court 
to court public interest grew. Finally 
the day came when Hackett won out 
nnd lie is now in possession of both his 
money and stock. 

"It was a .mighty bard light, but I did 
not propose to let Beldcn grow rich at 
niy expense for nothing. lie did give me 
$19 one time, but that was to go into 
the Thunder Mountain country and had 
nothing to do with the Bast Kootenay 
coal lands. I was Staked to locate 
claims there -by the Spokane Gas Com- 
pany interests as I conclusively proved to 
the courts," bo told a Colonist reporter 
lust night. 

"Anyhow, I won, and I have the stock 
nnd cash," and he produced in evidence 
a stock certificate which mount more 
money for him iu the not too distant 
future. 

"The Kootenay Coal Co., Lid., owns a 
block of 04 coal claims located to the 
east and adjacent to the holdings of the 
Crow's Nest Pass Coal Co., Ltd. We 
are developing the property which is an 
extremely valuable one. Last month D. 
O. Corbjn, the promoter of the Spokane 
International Railway, bonded a group 
of seventeeon conl claims joining us on 
the north, from the Lnnglcy Brothers, 
for SI 00,000," he concluded.

Is here again those interested are seek- 
ing information on the subject. There 
are many always ready to give tills 
Information, some of whom have never 
raised a chicken in their lives, and oth- 
ers who have tried It only to fail. Re- 
alizing that the only way to get hold of Ihis only seven, 
reliable methods is to go to someone | rule is often tl 
o is successful, a visit was lately shas 
who is successful. A visit was lately 
paid 1 to Adare Lodge, Ross Bay, Mr. 
\V. Bayliss' suburban ranch. 

Passing around the hennery under 
the guidance of the genial proprietor, 
a visit was first paid to the breeding 
house, which was divided into eight 
sections, one for each variety. This 
house stands four feet from .the ground, 
with runs, in front part of which' are 
roofed to form scratching sheds during 
wet weather. Four sections of the 
house are on either side of a passage 
into which doors open so that the eggs 
can be collected without going into the 
sections. In eacli of these is a dozen 
hens witli a cock, or a dozen pullets 
With a cockerel, the males having been 
segregated about August and placed 
with the hens in December. The segre- 
gation is necessary in order that they

The eggs are collected every day in 
a box containing a section for eacli 
variety. They are then placed in a case 
with the small end down in order that 
the yolk may be. evenly balanced. Eggs 
should never be kept for more than 
ten days and indeed Mr. H;tyliss keeps 
Failure to observe this 
cause of poor hatches. 
The first pen visited contained a 
dozen Barred Rocks, witli a splendid 
bird as the lord and master. Tills fel- 
low with three or his harem, took first 
prize at the late poultry show. They 
were in fine plumage and the difficulty 
must have been to choose the three best 
liens. Xext to them came a pen of 
White Rbekfl, with 'a pen each of Part- 
ridge Wyandottes and Huff Wynndottes 
as neighbors. Partridge Wyandottes are 
Mr. Bayliss' favorites on account of the 
strain of game Which makes them 
heavy for their size as well as being 
good layers and hardy. While these 
arc the favorites their owner recognizes 
that the Barred Rock is the general 
utility bird of America and therefore 
one that every breeder should keep. On 
the opposite side of the house was a 
pen each of Black Minorcas, Cornish 
Indian Game, Brown Leghorns, and 
Rhode Island Reds. Of these the three 
last mentioned as well as the Barred 
• Hocks, make splendid early broilers. A 
I pen eaoh of both the Partridge and Buff 
Wyandottes took first prizes at the re- 
cent show. 

As mentioned before, the eggs are 
kept only from one to seven days be- 
fore being placed in the incubator, 
where they remain the usual twenty- 
one days. The young chicks are kept 
there from thirty-six to forty-eight 
hours after hatching, In order that the 
yolk may become absorbed and the 
chicks perfectly dry. 

The great feature of Mr. Bayliss' hen- 
jnery is his brooding house which Is di- 
vided into eight sections or pens, each 
or which Is six by eight feet with a 
large window facing south. It is heated 
by means of a hot water coil which 
rises gradually from six Inches above 
the floor in the first, to twelve inches 
above in the last. When taken from 
the Incubator the chicks are placed 
where the pipes are lowest and moved 
up with every hatching. By the time 
they are ready to leave the last pen 
they will he about three months old. 
and therefore ready for broiling or 
passing on to the laying pens. The 
floor of the house is raised six feet 
above the ground in order to keep it 
dry and exclude rats. The heating ap- 
paratus is at one end of the house near 
number one pen, with feed and return 
pipes twelve to lifteen inches apart. 
A board from eighteen inches to two 
feet in width is secured just one inch 
above the pipes, not more or the chicks 
will roost on them, and to this board 
is fastened the flannel strips that do 
duty for the feathers of the mother 
bird. 

All along the south side of the brood- 
ing house is a glass lean-to for a 
scratching shed, where the little birds 
may sun themselves without going out 
into the cold winds, and in front of 
the lean-to is a slide door through 
which the chicks may be allowed to run 
out into a large yard seeded with clover 
and which is sheltered on every side 
from the winds of early spring. No 
more complete brooder could well be 
imagined, and as eacli compartment 
can brood from seventy-five to one 
hundred chicks, the possibilities are 
very great. 

Coming now to the laying pens, there 
are found to bo eight of these, and two 
p. mis for segregating the cockerels. 
This is done as early as possible, gen- 
erally as soon as they can be recog- 
nized. There is a separate pen for each 
variety of hens from twelve to twenty- 
five being kept together. During the 
laying season no mules are allowed to 
run with the hens, but they are often 
picked over for show purposes or 
breeding. The pens are twelve feet by 
ten witli scratching sheds about the 
same size or larger. Mr. Bayliss has 
not yet used trap nests, but he intends 
to do so this season la order to select 
birds from which to breed his layers. 
When testing the hens it will lie neces- 
sary for thirty days to book each one 
as she is taken from the nest. In that 
way the best layers can easily be se- 
lected, and by choosing the eggs from 
these birds with which to raise the 
laying flock, the chances are strongly 
in favor of having good layers in the 
future. 



them free from lice. These roosts are 
eighteen Inches and two feet from the 
floor, made of two by three scantling 
with the edges rounded, placed with the 
narrow edge upwards. The floors are 
kept covered with a sprinkling of ashes 
and lime, both to ensure cleanliness and 
because the hens like to eat a small 
quantity. The scratching pens litter or 
leaves Is renewed once a week, for it is 
among this that the evening meal be 
sorted grain by grain. 

Unlike many chicken raisers, Mr. 
Bayliss feeds only twice a day. The 
morning meal is a mash composed of 
vegetable matter of some kind boiled 
on the previous day. For tills purpose 
two boilers are used one each day. thus 
allowing the food time to cool before 
being used. This boiled vegetable is 
mixed with bran, shorts and chopped 
clover or alfalfa, a sufficient quantity 
of the drier foods being added to make 
a crumbly mash. Sloppy food Is never 
good for chickens. The food Is placed 
In y. trough outside the pens witli lath 
two Inches apart separating it from the 
Chickens so that it Is never wasted. The 
afternoon feed consists of some kind of 
whole grain, such as wheat, corn or 
anything that may be on hand. Wheat 
"considered the best food to produce 
eggs, and corn for fat. 

It Is very necessary that the birds 
should always have a good supply of 
pure fresh water before them, and that 
the utensils shall be kept clean. In 
order to Insure this they must be wash- 
id every morning. 

Somewhere in a box or hopper where 
the hens can get at it easily should be 
kept a supply of grit, oyster shells, and 
charcoal, the medicinal effects of 
which are beneficial as well as provid- 
ing the necessary material for the 
shells of the eggs. Besides this a box 
of ashes sifted line is placed in each 
pen us an aid to the ladies in making 
their toilets. 

Last but not by any means the least 
Important of the hennery departments 
visited was the hospital. At the first 
sign of sickness the affected fowl is 
instantly removed and kept warm until 
It is fully recovered, when it returns to 
its duties. 

Needless to say Mr. Bayliss is proud 
of his pretty little nine-acre ranch, and 
particularly of his hens. He has been 
in the business but three years, yet has 
already learned to make It pay well. 
He believes that the great secret of 
success Is personal supervision, method, 
and cleanliness. Personally he is In- 
tensely interested in the work, and 
doubtless It is lids interest which 
makes him so successful. He has prom- 
ised at a later date to give Colonist 
readers some exact figures as to profits 
realized and also some personal experi- 
ences in caponlzing.

THE FRUIT INDUSTRY. 

The Drastic Measures Adopted in the 
Interests of British Columbia. 

A member of the News-Advertiser 
staff dropped into the office of the pro- 
vincial fruit inspector in quest of any 
item that might be of interest. Mr. 
Cunningham was busy as usual, but 
kindly welcomed the representative of 
the press. 

"Any news in your lino?" Mr. Cun- 
ningham was asked. 

'-'Yes, there is always something going 
on in the evolution of the fruit industry. 
AVe have been busy today cremating 
Condemned nursery .stock. We destroyed 
four thousand trees and plants which 
were infected with borers in the ease 
of peach trees and scale insects on shrubs 
and plants. 

Although those trees which are 
Now in Ashes 
thank Providence .instead of being dis- 
tributed through our new fruit growing 
districts, were carefully fumigated we 
find that the borers are as well and lively 
n« the day the stock arrived in Vancou- 
ver. No treatment other than absolute 
destruction of the infected trees will stop 
the ravages of the borers, so we reduce 
them to ashes. 

Von may say to your readers that 
fumigation docs not affect boring insects 
nor yet the woolly apple louse; this we 
have demonstrated repeatedly. On one 
occasion peach treen infected with bor- 
ers were submerged under water in 
Okaaagan lake, the trees were weighted 
down with rock so as to be completely 
under the water and yet after 24 hours 
it was found that the borers were not 
affected in the least, so we put them 
out of business by cremation. 

Another item of interest is the pur- 
chase of the Belle Meade farm on Hall's 
Prairie, Surrey district, by Mr. K. Mc- 
Murchie, n Seattle gentleman with ex- 
tensive fruit, pluutaions in Puyallup vnl- 
lev. Washington. Mr. McMurehio secur- 
ed u line bargain by the purchase of this 
ranch and is now busy preparing the 
ground for eighty acres of bnsh fruit; 
•1 Oacres will be put in red raspberries, 
20 acres in phenomenal berries, a new 
variety, 10 acres in blackberries, and 10 
acres in black raspberries. This will be 
by fur the 

Largest Small Fruit Plantation 
in the province, probably in the Domin- 
ion and is sure to be followed by other 
such extensive planting. 

I expect to see before many years 
strawberry fields in British Columbia 
fifty or more acres in extent. We have 
the soil, climate and market. Mr. MMc- 
nrchie is doing good work in n safe line 
and he knows it by the experience ob- 
tain in the adjoining state. 

I know of a Winnipeg man having 
come into the Upper Country within the 
last month looking up a place to thaw 
out. Fie went, over to the Similkamcen, 
saw the condidtions and was so well 
pleased that he bought five ten-acre 
blocks on the spot, cash down. Ho- it 
goes. I have

in the early morning of February Oth 
n total eclipse of the moon will occur 
which will lie visible throughout the 
whole of the United States. The.nioon 
will enter the earth's shadow and the 
eclipse will begin at three minutes be- 
fore 1 n.ni., eastern standard time; the 
eclipse will become total for one hour 
and thirty-eight minutes, at the end of 
which time the moon will begin to 
emerge from the shadow, the eclipse 
ending at thirty-seven minutes past 4. 

The large shaded circle in figure 2 
shows a section of the earth's shadow 
at the point where the moon will pass 
through it. This shadow of the earth 
is in the form of an immense cone 
whose base is the earth itself and whose

To an ob- 
server in this latitude it rises above the 
horizon for a few moments at !) o'clock 
on the Gtli of February, while to one as 
far .south us Georgia it is a conspicuous 
nnd well known object. This star 
which appears almost as bright as Sirius 
must in reality he inconceivably bright- 
er, for its distance from us is' so great 
that with our present means wo cannot 
m ensure it. 

Those -who have watched (he bright 
little pair of planets Mars and Saturn 
in the southwest have noticed how dur- 
ing January they have gradually drawn 
nRart, Mars moving so swiftly toward 
the east that by the end of the month 
il left Saturn far behind. The sun in 
its eastward motion is rapidly overtaking 
Saturn nnd will pass between us and 
this planet on February 24th, conse- 
quently it: is not now visible except for 
n short time after sunset. The east- 
ward motion of Mars however, will keep 
this planet in the early evening sky 
throughout the entire month. It is rap- 
idly drawing away from the earth, ils 
distance at present being about 180,000 
miles, nor will it again he In favorable 
position for observation for more than a 
year, 

The brilliant planet Jupiter Is in the 
hest possible position for observation 
nnd with its moons and the markings 



a faint, greenish or copper colored light. 
In the former catse we know that along 
the great circle of the earth in which 
the shadow cone touches it the skies nre 
cloudy. In the latter they arc clear, 
and more or less sunlight is bent down- 
ward into the shadow cone by the refrac- 
tion of the air. Usually, however, the 
faint light of the moon continually

Another large fire not 
to be overlooked was the Hotel dn 
France, on Government street, nearly 
opposite Bastion. It is a notable fact 
that a great number of the most effi- 
cient heads of the department wero 
nearly all Americans, viz.: John Dick- 
son. S. L. Kelly, John C. Kcenan, Chas, 
Brooks, J. A. McCroa, James Drum- 
niond, and many others, who no doubt 
are still remembered by the old-timers.

"The Honorable Basil Cochrane had 
for many years held the contract for 
supplying the navy with meat, provi- 
sions, etc., and made a very handsome 
fortune ; but he kept open house for 
every officer in the navy, from the 
poor mid to the post captain. This 
must have reduced his menus of saving 
a very large fortune, which he might 
otherwise have done.

CHINA AND FOREIGNERS. 

Growing Enmity Against Whites Leads 
to Disorders. 

Pekin, Feb. 2. — An evidence of the 
tension existing between the Chinese and 
foreigners is found in a recent other- 
wise unimportant event which occurred 
iu Tientsin on the occasion of the anni- 
versary of the birthday of Emperor 
William. While Yuan Shi Kal, viceroy 
of the province of Chi Li, was passing 
through the British settlement on his 
way to make a formal visit to the Ger- 
man officials, one of his outriders was 
struck by a Chinese policeman, enforc- 
ing the rule of the road to keep to the 
left. After a meeting of the municipal 
authorities the British consul general 
and representative of Yuan Shi Kai. a 
full apology was drafted and the police- 
man was dismissed and handed over 
to the Chinese officials, who promise! 
'leniency. The viceroy's magistrate, 
however, immediately ordered that tho 
offender receive a punishment of a

It 
seems that Picquard is well known In 
the south of France, and it was at 
Toulon, In 18!)li, that Ik; played Sven- 
gali to the singer already referred to. 
During tt seance there Picquard, as his 
habit Is, hypnotized a member of the 
audience, drew them by bis will power 
onto the singe and mode them sing. As 
a general rule .they did so very badly, 
but among the number there was a 
sullor lad named Ludovlc, who sang 
delightfully, imitating Paulus and all 
the popular singers of tbe day. He- 
fore be woke up again, Picquard or- 
dered Ludovlc to fetch a broom next 
day. at the same hour, ride astride it 
from the other end of Toulon to the 
theatre and, still astride bis broom, to 
some and sing. Next day the ball was 
packed, and the road between it and 
the home of tlio singer was lined with 
amused spectators, waiting for Ludo- 
vlc. lie came dressed as be had been 
the evening before, in bis fisherman's 
cap and jersey, rode through the town 
on his broomstick, and sang better 
than ever. When he awakened be was 
furious with Picquard, but his anger 
dropped when tho management of the 
theatre engaged him to slug on excel- 
lent tor ms. At bis debut he wus a 
failure, owing to nervousness— there 
was no Picquard that'" time — and his 
engagement was a very short one.

The 
fact that a girl is on the stage nowa- 
days is one that she admits without a 
blush. She offers no excuse for her 
occupation. She does not -need to. She 
can be qiltte as self-respecting, quite as 
refined, us though she were a typewrit- 
er or a salesgirl. In bygone days the 
mere confession that u girl was on the 
stage was said to be a half admlssal 
that she was not quite what she ought 
to be. Happily, that idea is rapidly 
passing tiwitv, if it hats not altogether 
gone, and still more happily the public 
mind is steadily becoming disabused of 
any false representations on the sub- 
ject.'

gress sanctioned -a rcsidental law by 
which the government was authorized 
to expel from tin,.. country all foreign- 
ers who were considered dangerous in- 
dividuals. Over 2iiu persons have been 
sent out of the' country under this law. 
The average workiugjiian has gtiined in 
one way considerably from the strikes, 
as the eight-hour working day is general 
throughout the country and. wages are 
much higher. 

In Norway, ns in every' other coun- 
try in the world, the printers have been 
the first dild most progressive along or- 
ganized lines. The fifteen national 
unions or Norway are all organized on 
tlie plan adopted by the printers in 1S82. 
In 1809 a National Federation of La- 
bor was formed and at this time all 
the national unions, fifteen in number 
are affiliated with it. 

F. II. Smith, of Halifax-, N. S., a 
member of Halifax Typographical 
union, and a well known labor man of 
the east, has been appointed deputy 
king's printer for Nova Scotia. Smith 
represented the Halifax trades council 
at the Brockville session' of tlio Trades

j which he bus resigned from. 

! The firsl trades union in Sweden 
I was that of the printers of Stockholm, 
I organized in 1840. A few unions 
I were scattered here and thcr from 
I 184(1 down to 1885, -when the real 
trades union movement of Sweden be- 
gan. The printers formed a national 
organization in 1886, the first national 
union. By April, 1880, there were 

eleven national unions, and these at 
that time formed the National Feder- 
ation of Labor. At the beginning of 
1004 there were twenty-six unions 
and 40,000 members. 

Active steps arc being taken by font' 
great Chicago corporations to provide 
comfortable berths for (heir employees 
who have passed the age limit. The 
Northwestern, Metropolitan, South Side 
and Chicago, and Oak Park elevated 
roads have united in reserving the po- 
sitions of night station agent for grey- 
haired men. VVitllirj a few years all 
these nighl agents will be drawn from 
the ranks of those who have served the 
company for several years. 

By the adoption of "Amendment No. 
•I" to the constitution In the recent 
elections in the State of New York, 
contracts made by employers with 
trade unions to employ none ,but mem- 
bers o£ the unions are valid. Pre- 
vious to the adoption of this law, such 
contracts were void, and could not bo 
enforced in a court of law. The Court 
of Appeals has just decided a case in 
which it had been agreed by both 
parlies that none but members of the 
union should be 'employed!, anil the 
employer gave a note for two hun- 
dred dollars to liquidate damages in 
ease of violation of the contract. The 
decision make-; the contract valid under 
the new law. though it hud previously 
been declared by the courts to be void 
and unconstitutional, The case is re- 
garded as a most important one, as it is 
the first time th>it: the stamp of legality 
lias been put. upon the trade union 
agreement, which calls for the employ- 
incut of none but members of the union. 

The United Mine workers of America 
in convention last: -week declared against 
the open door policy of the U. S. gov- 
ernment:, and against foreign labor, and 
the immigration of Japanese and Korean 
laborers. The convention also decided 
for a plan to have congress build roads 
across the continent. National Secre- 
tary (Wilson was instructed to jdqnl- 
Juiunieatc with all trade union execu- 



tive committees, with the farmers' com- 
mit tee« and the good roads associations 
of the country with a view to having 
bills drawn and presented to the vari- 
ous state and national legislatures. The 
thirteen ' delegates who represent the 
striking Alabama miners, who have 
been out of the mines for 10 months, 
made a plea for more financial sup- 
port. They said the Alabama miners 
would stay steadfast to the cause, but 
rileaded for siloes and 'clothing for 
their families-. The matter was 're- 
ferred to the international executive. 
They also decided to demand on increase 
of 12% per cent, more wages from the 
operators. 

Tho policy of concluding agreements 
its to the rate of wages and hours is 
steadily growing In favor with German 
employers, and employees, especially in 
Mte trades. The agreements differ in 
being applicable to tu single 'town, ra 
whole district, or in some eases to the 
whole of Germany. In Berlin, accord- 
ing to figures given by the Imperial 
'Labor Gazette, masons and carpenters 
are paid from 7 to IT 1 ,'' cents per hour, 
and painters from 7'-/< to 15 cents per 
liour. Street masons are paid from 11 
to 15 cents on the average throughout 
Germany. The brewers pay their malt- 
sters and coopers from S."> to S7 pet- 
week; enginemen, stokers and druwinen 
from $4.50 to SO. and foremen from 
$0.50 to $9.25. Plasterers' wages on 
piecework average from 12% to 15 cents, 
woodworkers and joiners are pnid less 
that in the building trade, and potters 
average from It to Hi cents; In tlie 
Frankfort district masons and carpen- 
ters are paid by agreement this year 11 
cents an hour. 

Many employers work as hard and 
some of them work harder than their 
employees, but it is nearly always for 
a different consideration. The day ami 
the wage are fixed for the employees, 
both stop when they cease to work,' and 
nothing but wages caii come to them if 
they go on working for ever. What- 
ever the day may he in length for em- 
ployees its end can hold for them onlv 
the stipulated per diem price. With the 
employers it is another story. Their 
per diem is made out of many profits, 
small and large, nnd when they toil they 
are. spinning on a greater loom with 
vastly enlarged hopes anil realizations. 
The wage earners must lengthen their 
per diem scale and shorten their hours 
of labor for any gain they can possibly 
hope to make in the 'place they occupy 
in the industrial world. This is what 
the printers are doing now in pressing 
their employers for a reduction of one 
hour in the work-day — they want to 
work one hour less for the same pay — 
just a slight point of advantage over 
present conditions, for labor audit is 
unionized to urge such advances if they 
can. to enforce them if they must. 
Some employers deny the right or the 
justice of such a demand and they are 
unionized witli a walking delegate in 
service to resist the union of labor. It 
is in the memory of all men when street 
car employees worked from fourteen to 
sixteen hours a day for th same or even 
lower wages than they are getting now 
for a service little more than half as 
long. But it took insista uce, destruc- 
tion nnd bloodshed to bring it. and now 
there is nobody but will admit it was 
jtifit, and that conditions are better. The 
same strife for upward trend has gone 
through many trades. Brute force has 
passed out of printers' strikes, happily, 
and the difference in views of employ- 
ers and employees are settled by a more 
modern and peaceful warfare. This is 
advanced civilization, an we comprehend 
it. and next to treaty and agreement it 
is tlie art in latter day industrial con- 
tests. — The Progressive Printer.

Wednesday afternoon and night. On 
Thursday morning the Orion and Salvor 
went to the scene of the wreck. The 
Topeka and Lorne and the American 
tug Pioneer arrived and we located 
two parties on shore. We thought at 
tlrst they were survivors, but after 
cruising about a bit we reached the 
conclusion that it would be useless to 
try to reach them."

I think Captain 
Cousins used good judgment, There 
Is no better seafaring talent on the 
Pacific Coast than was represented in 
the boats attempting to approach the 
wreck that day. and 1 have not heard 
one of them criticize Captain Cousins 
or any other navigator for what he did 
or did not do." 

H. P. Bullein, secretary of the British 
Columbia Salvage Company, owners of 
the Salvor, anil Captain Charles Camp- 
bell, 33 years a sailor, gave testimony 
to the effect that small boats could not 
have reached the wreck on Wednes- 
day.

The Queen said the wreck 
was at Senbird islands and in the 
morning we put for that point. When 
■we reached the wreck we saw the Queen 
Tint intoward the beach and back again. 
When -wo got there we made out the 
■wreck between squalls. We could see 
no signs of life aboard. The gens were 
breaking over her. Wo could make out 
lite funnel and two- masts and part of 
the after house. It looked very bad — 
in fact, hopeless. We didi not go in be-

POVERTY OF MODERN SPEECH. 

Saturday Review. 

If anyone were to take down the talk 
of an average modem undergraduate 
or society girl we doubt if it would be 
found to contain more than 250 
vocables, where an educated Kllza- 
bethan or Caroline would have em- 
ployed several thousand. Nothing is 
more striking in the old prose writers 
than the rich variety and Imaginative 
ploturesquenesa of their language. Not 
only are we lacking in concrete 
Imagination, and ashamed to go afield 
out of the beaten track of speech, but 
phrases which were when tlrst de- 
vised forcible and strong, have through 
lone currency lost their edge. Three- 
fourtbs of the expressions wo use have 
censed to be effective metaphors and 
become conventional and lifeless. 
Kvery language, It has been remarked, 



begins as poetry and ends as algebra. 
Vergil becomes Volapuk. A be- 
witching smile, a bankrupt farmer, a 
lunatic poet— such expressions tire now 
mere tokens. Figures of speech get 
Hackneyed, and even journalists are 
beginning lo feel ashamed of describ- 
ing the man who Is applauded as "re- 
ceiving quite an ovation." But In the 
early writers every phrase lias its full 
intrinsic value. We taste eaeh word

Primitive speech 
Is full of mythology. Ours tends to 
the style of the telegraph form. Even 
schoolboys, the nearest approach left 
to aboriginal man, are ceasing to have 
the power of creating words.

Referring to the Kaien Island land 

sale the Yu >uver News-Advertiser 

says editorially: 

The readiness with which tho provin- 
cial government mei the demand of the 
opposition for the appointment of a se- 
lect committee to enquire into all the 
circumstances connected with the sale 
of ten thousand acres of land on Kaien 
island to the Grand Trunk Pacific Rail- 
way Company, as a site for the western 
terminus of its line, seems rather to 
have disconcerted the latter. As a mat- 
ter of fact the mure publicity that is 
given the arrangement, the better it will 
be for the manner in which the govern- 
ment is regarded by the people. Al the 
snmetinie the action of the oppositiou 
cun scarcely fail to lower the estimation 
in which that party is held throughoul 
the province. Opposition writer* and 
speakers have nt different times taken 
directly opposite and contrary views of 
the manner in which the government 
should deal with the railway company 
in respect to tho location of Its terminus 
on the Pacific coast nnd to the early 
commencement of work on the British 
Columbia section of the line. At one 
lime the government was reproached he- 
cause it showed no disposition to give 
bonuses in aid of the terminus and to 
secure the immediate commencement of 
work, tin agreement in regard to these 
matters having been omitted from the 
contract between the Dominion govern- 
ment and the railway company. At: an- 
other time the opoosition newspapers 
were loud in their denunciation of a ru- 
mored intention on the part of the gov- 
ernment to make a grant of land lo the 
company. While (here was not the least 
foundation for this rumor, mysterious 
suggestions were circulated that political 
friends of the government were to bene- 
fit by such deals. 

Whea the announcement -was publish- 
ed that, the government had made tho 
sale of 10,000 acres of land 011 Kaien 
Island — provincal intorests being care- 
fully safeguarded in the agreement — 
and there was general approval of the 
government's action, the opposition real- 
ized that it was necessary to toko an- 
other tuck if its sails -were to be filled 
with favorable popular breezes, Then 
it was discovered that there must; bo "a 
big niggar in tho fence" because the bar- 
gain between the' government and the 
company bad been consummated before 
it had been published from I lie house- 
tops. Prudent business men pre- 
fer to complete their bargains before 
telling everybody what they desire to 
achieve and ivc fail to see nny reason 
why a government should not adopt 11 
similar sound method in itts conduct 
of public affairs.

Chicago. Feb. 3.— Although live ba- 
bies tire born every .hour in Chicago, one 
every 12 minutes, Lake .Shore drive 
the home <<{' millionaires and fashion- 
ables, has had only one birth in eight 
years, according to records.
